SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording entitled Channel 17 (also known as Channel 
Seventeen Teenage Magazine Volume Two) is altered to: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording was submitted to the Classification Office under s42(1) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) for a 
reconsideration of the classification decision. 

This video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. The video recording presents youthful appearing females, described 
as seventeen year olds, in a sexual manner. The young women are dressed in sporty 
attire or as school girls. They pose their bodies sexually and engage in sexual 
activities. The express focus on their sex parts is intended to be arousing. Such a 
portrayal of young persons exploits them for sexual purposes. 

For this reason the publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the FVPC 
Act. This provision overrides si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in that section of the NZBR Act. 
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
